Technology

Gov. Davis defines 
CSU system cuts

Gov. Gray Davis announced in 
January that the CSU system will 
be faced with fiscal reductions and 
increased student tuition to combat 
California’s $35 billion deficit. 

It is likely the base budget for 
all programs 
will be re- 
duced by 
$143 mil- 
lion, accord- 
ing to an of- 
ficial CSU 
newsletter 
released in 
January. 

The pro- 
posed budg- 
et plans for a 
reduction in 
academic in- 
stitutional 
support by 
nearly $58 million, a 20 percent 
reduction in student services and a 
50 percent reduction in outreach 
funding. 

The governor’s budget proposal 
also plans to eliminate CalTeach 
and the bilingual teacher recruit- 
ment program. Both are designed 
to recruit aspiring teachers in Cal- 
ifornia. 

The governor also proposed to 
cut the budget for the Center for

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“All (applicants) were well- 
qualified,” said ASI President Eric 
Guerra, the lone student voice on 
the search committee. “What I 
found most important about these 
candidates is their strong commit- 
ment to diversity.” 

Each candidate will make one 
final push this week with campus 
visits and open forum discussions 
scheduled with the administration, 
faculty and students. 

Kelso kick-started this week’s 
festivities on Tuesday, venturing 
from his Sacramento-based office 
to meet and greet the campus. 

Open forums will resume 
today when Haynes visits the 
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National search for president down to three 


campus and will conclude Friday 
with Gonzalez. 

Open forums will be held in 
the University Union from 2:30 to 
3:30 p.m. | 

Cecil Canton, a professor of 
criminal justice and member of 
the advisory committee that 
assisted in the presidential search, 
is confident that all three candi- 
dates are capable of stepping in 
and running the CSU systems’ 
sixth largest campus.

Meal plan goes sour with campus residents 


Dorm residents lose 
money eating outside 
Dining Commons

Students who are required to 
purchase residence hall meal plans 
complain they are not getting their 
money’s worth. 

“For 250 bucks a month, I 
could be getting way more for my 
money,’ said kinesiology major 
Gabe Winn. 


Students aan that when 


they trade the credits for vouchers, 
which, unlike credits, can be used 
at other campus eateries, they lose 
their value. 

David Levy, CSUS 
Foundation’s marketing services 
assistant director, confirmed that 
each meal credit, worth $1.61, can 
be exchanged for only 35 cents 
worth of vouchers on meal Plan A. 

Each credit is worth $1.28 on 
meal Plan B. 

That means students lose $1.26 
on Plan A and 93 cents on Plan B 
of actual money they paid when 
they purchased the plan.

“T feel like it’s a monopoliza- 
tion of food services because 
there’s no alternative,” senior Seth 
Deyo said. “It doesn’t seem like 
it’s a fair deal for the students.” 

Studénts have a _ choice 
between purchasing meal Plan A 
for $2034 per semester or meal 
Plan B for $2414. 

Plan A gives students an aver- 
age of 10 meals per week and Plan 
B gives them about 15, according 
to the meal card manual. 

The money on a meal card is 
broken down into credits and each 


credit is worth $1.28 on Plan A and 





$1.61 on Plan B, according to the 
meal card brochure. 

“The vouchers 
because of convenience, but it’s 
definitely not the best value,” said 
Levy. “The value is with cash. In 
order for us to break even, we have 
to do it that way.”

vice president positions may not ex- 
ceed $300. Candidates are responsi- 
ble for their own financial needs. 

An Ad Hoc committee was set 
up in October to review the slate sys- 
tem and decide whether or not it 
should be amended. 

The committee was made up of 
11 people. At the time, there were 
three students unaffiliated with ASI on 
it. Lobby Corps Chair Nanette Farag 
was the committee chair. 

Hamada and ASI Executive Vice 
President Luke Wood were the board 
members on the committee. 

The committee was unbiased and 
came to a consensus based on what 
the student population wanted, Hama- 
da said. 

The Ad Hoc committee reviewed 
a poll taken by Lobby Corps on the 
slate system to better understand how 
the student population felt about it. 

According to a poll conducted by 
Lobby Corps, 75 percent of students 
felt that the slate system was not fair. 
73 percent said they would support 
action taken by ASI to correct the sit- 
uation. 

Twenty-one universities in the 
CSU system were polled about the 
slate system, and each of those 
schools held annual elections. 

Humboldt, Long Beach and San 
Marcos were the only ones to use the 
Slate system. Northridge said that it 
was not normally used. At the re- 
maining universities, candidates ran 
on an individual basis unaffiliated 
with a slate. 


According to the committee’s re- 
port, slates were deemed as giving 
candidates a huge financial advan- 
tage over individual candidates and 
that measures should be taken to cor- 
rect the situation. 

The committee preferred another 
resolution, but Hamada said that it 
was expected to fail due to over- 
whelming opposition. 

Lobby Corps was charged with 
representing ASI candidates equally 
and maintaining a “‘sliding scale” in 
the alternate resolution. 

The “sliding scale” prevents can- 
didates from pooling their money, 
Hamada said. If two candidates de- 
cided to run together, then instead of 
using the full money allotted, they 
could use a smaller figure to ensure 
fairness. 

Having success with the passed 
resolution was a surprise, due to the 
lack of excitement or interest about it, 
Hamada said. He viewed the 7 to 3 
vote as a big success. 

“People have been rejecting it be- 
fore,’ Hamada said. “They don’t want 
to change anything.” 

All of the board members were 
elected through the slate system, 
Hamada said. There is a conflict of in- 
terest for them to vote against it, he 
said. 

“At first I didn’t agree with it,” 
said Executive Vice President Luke 
Wood. “But that was primarily for 
personal reasons.” 

Wood said he reluctantly agreed 
with the resolution. 

ASI Vice President of Financial 


Affairs Peter Ucovich is not in favor 
of the legislation. He said it is a vio- 
lation of the first amendment. 

Slates are formed based on dif- 
ferent people having the same ide- 
ologies, Ucovich said. 

Getting more people involved 
with the slate system gives people in 
ASI a reason to go out and recruit 
students with similar ideals, Ucovich 
said. 

“The slate system provides a ben- 
efit,’ Ucovich said. “Tt provides them 
the means to get involved.” 

‘Teaching people how to navi- 
gate through an arbitrary system is 
not effective,” Ucovich said. 

The slate system is based on the 
political party system that is used in 
America’s elections and should be 
used at Sac State, he said. 

“People are basically using them 
(slates) as a financial advantage,” 
Hamada said. “People running inde- 
pendently don’t have a chance.” 

Hamada said the resolution would 
even the playing field. 

The resolution has the potential 
to be a problem, Ucovich said. It takes 
away incentive to run on a slate. 

Too many different ideas could 
cause more split votes and the asso- 
ciation itself to stall, Ucovich said. 

Hamada, Wood and Ucovich 
have announced their intentions to 
run for the presidency in the upcom- 
ing ASI election later this spring. 

“Money buys you promotion,” 
Hamada said. “I think it (the resolu- 
tion) will help in some sense.” 


Anti-Muslim graffiti in library bathrooms

Anti-Muslim and Middle East- 
ern graffiti was painted on men’s rest 
room walls on three floors of the li- 
brary recently, campus officials said. 

“Tt was slanderous toward the 
Muslim community,” said Leonard 
Valdez, director of the Mult-Cultur- 
al Center. 

Valdez arrived in the rest room at 


the same time the painters did to cov- 
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er the walls and was taken aback by 
graffiti, he said. 

“Good luck sand niggers” and 
“Don’t forget Dune Coon” were 
some of the phrases Valdez recalled 
seeing. 

Although a report was made to 
facilities management, library offi- 
cials knew nothing about the inci- 
dent, and they do not know who re- 
ported it. Campus police were not 
informed either, Re ORNS to their 
media log. ~~ 
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“We know that it happened, but 
it’s so unusual that it happened the 
way it did,’ said Terry Webb, Direc- 
tor and Dean of the library. 

“The library has a good system 
in place to handle these types of 
things,” Webb said. “The procedures 
are there, but sometimes these things 
slip through the cracks.” 

When graffiti occurs, library pol- 
icy is to document it, take photos and 
report the incident to facilities man- 
agement, Webb said:

Capital Public Radio faces new competition

KQED public radio out of San Francis- 
co will move to Sacramento, competing 
with Capital Public Radio, whose license 
is owned by Sacramento State. 

KQED purchased a new station for $3 
million in North Highlands, and the call let- 
ters for the Sacramento area will be KEBR. 

The new station will operate at 89.3 FM 
and will begin broadcasting after approval 
from the Federal Communications Com- 
mission within months. 

“Competition makes you better and helps 
you thrive,” said President and General 
Manager of CPR Michael H. Lazar. ““We 
have served the Sacramento community for 
almost 25 years and KQED is unproven 
Heres 

KXJZ has 137,000 listeners per week, 


- Lazar said. 


KQED’s Northern California audience 
consists of almost 750,000 listeners per 
week, 

One of the programs that KQED offers 
that KXJZ does not is the “California Re- 


port.” The “California Report” is a news 
program that covers issues throughout the 
State. 

KEBR will close reception gaps in 


_ KQED ’s radio broadcasts, and the new sta- 


tion will offer 24-hour news and information 
but will not broadcast music. 

It will also cover Sacramento traffic, 
weather and sports. 

The KEBR signal will come from CPR’s 
broadcasting tower, and KQED rents down- 
town office space from CPR. 

KQED offered to promote CPR’s music 
programs, said KQED Vice President and 
General Manager Jo Anne Wallace. 

Since KQED does not broadcast music, 
Wallace hopes their new station and KXJZ 
will complement each other instead of com- 
pete. 

Listeners can hear news during the day 
and music in the.evening. 

‘The new station will help us cover is- 
sues throughout Northern California and 
not only in the Bay Area,” Wallace said. 

CPR operates five stations that will un- 
dergo changes to compete with KQED and 
other rival broadcast companies. KXPR will 
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devote more play times to classical music, 
and KXJZ will play more jazz at night and 
during the weekend. 

CPR has a new building under con- 
struction on the south end of the campus 
that will be ready for operation by 2004. 

Lazar said he hoped the station’s prox- 
imity to the campus would increase student 
involvement in their internship programs. 

“We are not new to the Sacramento 
area,’ said Wallace. ““We can be heard in 
Sacramento and KXJZ can be heard in San 
Francisco.” 

Lazer welcomes the competition. 

“Our listeners, will sample new broad- 
casts,” said Lazar. ““However, I feel we have 
more to offer than they do.” 

CPR was established in 1970 at CSUS 
and began as a student-operated radio station. 

In 1975, Professor Barbara O’ Connor 
of the Communication Studies Department 
worked to bring National Public Radio pro- 
grams to Sacramento. 

In 1978, students worked together to de- 
velop KXPR, and in the following year the 
FCC approved the station for 23,000 watts 
of transmitting power.

PRESIDENT: From A1 
challenge is how do they garner 
the resources that (Sac State) has 
and build on it.” 

Guerra said that Haynes and 
Gonzalez might have an advan- 
tage over Kelso because they are 
both sitting presidents at their uni- 
versities. 

Haynes has been president at 
the University of Houston- 
Victoria since 1995, while 
Gonzalez has been president at 
CSU San Marcos since 1998. 

‘They’ ve got the leadership,” 
Guerra said. “Obviously, they 
wouldn’t be presidents at their 
universities if they weren’t up to 
the challenge.” 

Gonzalez is the only finalist 
with experience in the CSU sys- 
tem. On top of his time spent with 
CSU San Marcos, Gonzalez 
served 18 years at Fresno State as 
a professor of psychology, a 
provost and vice president. 

With 23 years in the system, 
Gonzalez said his experience and 
familiarity will only help his can- 
didacy, especially as the CSU sys- 
tem prepares to enter trying times 
with the budget. 

‘The strongest attribute is the 
fact that I know the system,” 
Gonzalez said. “I’ve been through 
one budget crisis and made good 
linkages with the community. 
These are the strengths I have.” 

Canton, on the other hand, said 
there is no advantage that sepa- 
rates the finalists. 

“T think the fact that (Haynes 
and Gonzalez) have done this job 
before is an advantage. But Kelso 
has his own set of advantages,” 
Canton said. 

Kelso is the only local candi- 
date.

He has been with UOP’s 
Sacramento-based McGeorge 
School of Law since 1994 and is 
currently a member Sacramento’s 
District Attorney Multi-Cultural 
Council. 

In May 2002, Gov. Gray Davis 
named Kelso as California’s chief 
information officer - only 
strengthening his ties to the 
Capitol City. 

Kelso has gotten to know Sac 
State on a personal level too. 

“Over the years, I’ve had a lot 
of interaction with Sac State in a 
number of capacities,” Kelso said. 
“My wife received both of her 
bachelor’s degrees there, so I’ve 
gotten to know the faculty that 
way. 

“At one point I was even 
singing in the university choir,’ he 
added. 

Haynes was unavailable for 
comment. 

Canton said this week’s visits 
are important to each finalist’s 
candidacy, but even more impor- 
tant for the school. 

He has been encouraging stu- 
dents in his classes and around 
campus to attend the open forums. 

“T think (the campus visits) are 
vital. [ think the campus visits will 
have a real impact,” Canton said. 
“But who are they going to see if 
no one is out there? We are trying 
to sell ourselves just as much as 
they’re selling themselves.” 

The Board of Trustees will 
convene on March 11-13, when 
they are expected to announce 
Gerth’s successor. Guerra plans 
on being there for the decision. 

“It’s my part to make sure we 
find a president that is selected 
that has a high regard for the stu- 
dent voice,” Guerra said.

We 
have to assume we’re going to have 
enough money to cover enrollment, 
and our president has stated that 
he is sure nobody will be losing 
their job,” said Paul Noble, Interim 
Associate VP of Budget and Plan- 
ning. 

Noble also said that operative 
equipment, such as high-tech equip- 
ment professors use to teach class- 
es and advanced computer labs, 
will likely be affected by the cuts. 

“Amenities such as the com- 
puter labs will probably be among

the first things affected. Student 
services may also have to put a 
temporary hold on programs they 
are currently developing, but hope- 
fully they will be able to resume

Noble said. 

According to the CSU official 
newsletter, the proposed budget is 
not final and could either increase 
or decrease.

Boosters, 
alums and coaches have expressed frus- 
tration that Sac State has been slow to 
improve its sports venues and training 
facilities, despite moving to Division I 
and hiking student fees to pay for pro- 
grams. The next president should be Sac 
State’s top sports fan and focus on build- 
ing a new arena for the basketball and 
volleyball teams.

The multitude of recently 
sworn-in Democrats constitutes a 
victory for the left in California, but 
the state’s gargantuan deficit will 
throw a monkey wrench into fiscal 
agendas from all sides of the po- 
litical spectrum. But the left in state 
government is overlooking a gold- 
en opportunity to take the initiative 
on the death penalty, a human 
rights issue in which only China 
and the Congo surpass the U.S. in 
total executions since 1998. 

Whether you view capital pun- 
ishment as moral or not, the facts 
firmly support its abolition. Prag- 
matically speaking, it clearly falters 
in the face of some simple cost 
benefit analysis. California could 
save tens of millions of dollars per 


year in legal costs if it simply re- 


verted to life sentencing for death 
penalty crimes. Nationwide, a re- 
cent Indiana University study 
found that death sentences cost 38 
percent more to enforce than life 
without parole (Read: money that 
would come in handy in the mid- 
dle of a budget catastrophe). 

So what do we taxpayers get 
for our buckets full of cash? By 
the numbers: absolutely nothing. 

Judging by state crime rates, 
the old assertion that the death 
penalty works as a deterrent is 
patently false. In fact, death penal- 
ty states have significantly higher 
murder rates than states without - 
ranging from 50 to 100 percent 
higher over the past 20 years, ac- 
cording to the Death Penalty In- 
formation Center. 

At worst, some studies claim a 
“brutalization effect,” or an in- 
crease in homicides following an 
unusual number of executions in a 
state. Some statistics bear this out, 
at least when it comes to murders 
of police officers by criminals pre- 
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“Yeah. Gas prices are way 
expensive and I buy 
premium gas.”

sumably afraid to get caught. But 
based solely on unambiguous evi- 
dence of murder rates in states, we 
can come to the concrete conclusion 
that there is at best no correlation 
between murder rates and the death 
penalty. 

Also, the death penalty is in- 
credibly discriminatory toward mi- 
norities, which make up a grossly 
uneven number of executions rela- 
tive to whites. Similarly, crimes 
with white victims are far more 
likely to end with a death sentence 
than those with minority victims. 
And this isn’t even the most arbi- 
trary aspect of this policy. 

Texas, a state where the death 
penalty has become tradition, exe- 
cuted nearly 300 people since 1976, 
finding seven death row inmates 
innocent during that time. Florida, 
on the other hand, has been less 
trigger happy, executing 54, but has 
exonerated 22 during the same pe- 
riod. 

Likewise Illinois (whose recent 
governor, by the way, commuted 


all state death sentences..and ,par-., 


doned another four death row in- 
mates for these very reasons) has 
executed 12 and released 13. So 
either Florida and Illinois have a 
habit of putting away innocent peo- 
ple, or Texans have an inability of 
finding and exonerating them. 

Whatever the case may be, we 
will never know how many inno- 
cent citizens are being pumped full 
of poison, shocked to death, hung,

locked in a room full of noxious 
fumes or just plain shot, to name all 
the perverse ways state govern- 
ments are killing people. But in this 
shockingly inconsistent system they 
are undoubtedly slipping through 
the cracks.

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ASI elections are right around 
the corner and students will soon 
choose the next group of our peers 
to represent us. Leading up to that, 
ASI officials have struggled to 
tweak the election process to make 
it fairer for just anyone to run for of- 
fice. 

First, there was a buzz about on- 
line elections, and more recently 
two conflicting proposals in the 
way candidates can campaign. 

The only thing resulting from 
all their efforts is half-baked plans 
that might make it easier for them to 
be reelected, but creates a huge 
- mess that the forthcoming admin- 
istration will have to clean up. 

ASI first proposed online vot- 
ing last semester as a way to in- 
crease voter turnout. 

Backers touted the plan as a way 
to draw more voters through con- 
venience. The truth is that it would 
have been a disaster. 

If students can’t be involved 
while on campus, why would they 
vote at home? This would create a 
gap in personal communication be- 
tween the government and the stu- 
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dent body, making it easier to ignore 
or forget about the candidates when 
they are in office. Also, voting at 
polling centers can be monitored 
to deter cheating. 

Supporters of the plan say that 
tying online ballot access to, say, 
student’s SacLink numbers will 
keep people from voting more than 
once. 

That idea doesn’t sit well with 
ASI Executive Vice President Luke 
Wood. He worries that campus of- 
ficials would have access to, and 
might even manipulate, any voting 
data run through a campus server. 

Can someone say “conspiracy’”? 

Time and money have derailed 
the idea, but it’s not dead. Look for 
the proposal to pop up again soon. 

Another item that sits in leg- 
islative purgatory is a motion to 
change the election code to allow 
the president and vice president to 
run on one ticket, just like the na- 
tional election. Current rules man- 
date that all officers are voted on 
separately. 

The ticket proposal hit a snag 
during last Wednesday’s ASI board 
meeting when questions arose about 
whether the legislation would vio- 
late other provisions of election 
rules, 

Seeing that other colleges do it, 
the plan will most likely pass in the 
future. 

But having the president and 
vice president on one ticket con- 









flicts with yet another reform pro- 
posal brought up last week to man- 
date campaign fliers, posters and 
handbills carry only one name per 
item. Sponsors of the measure say 
that the current system encourages 
candidates to join slates, then pool 
their campaign funds to get around 
spending limits and increase their 
exposure. 

. Last year, one handbill put out 
by a slate carried the names and 
photos of nearly a dozen candidates 
for various offices. Confusion 
reined during last Wednesday’s 
meeting, as board members strug- 
gled to define what “one name on a 
promotional item” meant. 

After plenty of debate, they con- 
cluded it would most likely be name 
of the candidate to the exclusion of 
any other person running for of- 
fice. 

However, if any candidate want- 
ed to give a shout out to their Uncle 
Bob on their flier, then they would 
have the freedom to do so. 

But why not just keep slate ad- 
vertising? If you’re going to be a 
part of a team then you might as 
well be seen together. 

Limiting one name per item pro- 
motes egotism and may cause some 
to forget that once in office, he or 
she will be working with other stu- 
dents. 

If a slate can’t represent a kind of 
cohesiveness amongst themselves, 
then what does that say about their

ability to cooperate with students 
who don’t share similar views? 

Besides, it is more convenient 
for us students who don’t want to 
carry around a stack of ASI flyers 
like baseball trading cards. 

Expect election posters to start 
popping up on Monday, March 31. 
This means that most candidates 
will be ready to put their signs out 
Sunday, just before the clock strikes 
midnight. 

So here are few reforms to cam- 
pus campaigns that I’d like to see: 

The bylaws should force cam- 
paigning to take place during the 
middle of the day when everyone is 
at school. 

The candidates should lug in 
their own materials, while assis- 
tance can only be received from 
random passers by. 

Of course, students would have 
the option of sticking their noses 
up at the candidate’s requests or 
pretend not to hear their cries for 
help. 

The rules should also give all 
candidates a time limit in which 
they have to staple posters and erect 
signs. 

A solid twenty minutes to dec- 
orate the entire campus should get 
a good sweat going.

On Saturday, in the biggest upset in the 
Big Sky Conference this season, the 
Sacramento State women’s basketball 
team (3-23 overall, 1-12 in Big Sky) top- 
pled the Montana State University Bob- 
cats (18-7, 9-3), 62-60. 

“Tm excited and proud for our kids,” 
Hornet coach Carolyn Jenkins said. 
“They’ ve done a great job improving. It 
was fun, the atmosphere at the end of the 
game. It was fun seeing them that excit- 
ed and happy. : 

“Tt was a great win for us, but I think 
the team can play even better. The sky is 


the limit for them.” 

The Hornets shot 42.6 percent from 
the field for the game — in the second half 
Sac State set a season-high in conference 
play, connecting on a blistering 55 percent 
of their field goals. 

“We talked about improving our of- 
fense during the conference, getting bet- 
ter in execution and getting higher shot 
percentages,” Jenkins said. “We did a 
good job working the inside and out and 
taking advantage of Sydney (Gatson) on 
the outside.” 

Gatson, who recently shifted back to 
the point guard position, was one of three 
Hornets to score in double figures. Gatson 
scored 17 points on 7-of-10 shooting, in- 


cluding several clutch buckets in the final 
minutes of play. Sarah Craig followed 
with 16 points, three assists and a team- 
high tying six boards. 

Katelyn Ciampi matched her career- 
high in scoring with 15 points on 7-of-8 
shooting and pulled down six boards. 

Despite Sac State’s great performance, 
no single player dominated more than 
Montana State’s senior forward Isabel 
Stubbs, who scored a career-high 31 points 
on 10-of-17 shooting and pulled down a 
game-high 10 boards. 

“(Montana State) has a lot going for 
them on the inside,” Jenkins said. “We 
countered their runs with runs. Katelyn 
and Sydney gave us some key baskets.” 


Not only did the Hornets break a two- 
year losing streak in the Big Sky (their last 
win coming in 2000 against Portland State 
University), Sac State ruined a 23-home 
game-winning streak for the Bobcats. 

The upset win sent ripples through the 
Big Sky Conference, creating a three-way 
tie for the top spot between Montana State, 
Weber State and Montana. 

On Thursday, the Hornets traveled to 
Montana University (18-7, 9-3), losing 
75-45 in Big Sky play. 

Craig was the only player who scored 
in double figures, with 10 points. Danielle 
Iceman followed with nine points. 

Montana was led by Katie Edwards, 
who finished with a career-high 18 points.

Music, the final frontier. These are the 
voyages of the rock band Warp 11. Their 
mission is to explore strange new riffs, 
to seek out new fans and new groupies, 
and to boldly go where no rock band 
has gone before. 

Recently seen on "Good Day Sacra- 
mento," this band is an up-and-coming 
attraction in the Sacramento area with a 
growing fan base. Though their lyrics are 
based on Paramount Pictures’ "Star 
Trek" franchise (to which they are in 
no way related), their music attracts and 
delights Trekkies and non-Trekkies alike. 
They have two albums out currently: 
"Suck my Spock" and their latest, "Red 
Alert." 

The State Hornet first wrote about 
them in a review of "The Nobody 
Show" at the True Love Café. On the 
night the review was researched, Warp 
11 was the musical guest, sparking the 
crowd with fun songs about Klingons 
and intimate moments with Sulu. The 
Hornet wasn't the only paper taking no- 
tice, however, as they have received 
many write-ups in various local papers 
and even a review in the popu mag- 
azine "Wired." 

The band ‘was first commissioned 
four years ago when "Captain" (Lead 
vocals, bassist) Karl Miller and his long-

been left unfilled. The gap didn't last 
long, though, as Kiki Stockhammer was 
quickly recruited, and had she not been, 
the band would have been completely 
lost. . 

"She's the muse," said Miller. 

Though she is the muse, Stockham- 
mer isn't the only one with inspiration. 
All three band members contribute to the 
lyrics, many of which come from jam 
sessions. Those lyrics that have not been 
immortalized in song sit in a folder of 
random fragments that wait to be added 
to a song in work or to be thrown away. 
Have no fear, though; the band does not 
find songwriting too difficult. 

"We can come up with three or four 
songs a day," Hewitt said. "We*could 
put out a third album right now." 

"But we won't," Moore chimed in. 
"We're going to ride the wave of the 
second album." 

However a listener interprets their 
lyrics, the band wants to get one thing 
across: They are to be taken seriously. 

"We are talented musicians who just 
happen to have songs about 'Star Trek’ 
and wear semblances of uniforms while 
singing them. We want to be respected 
for our art," Miller said. 

So where are they boldly going, 
where no rock band has gone before? 
Well, Warp 11 has recieved a lot of pub- 
licity as of late, and is looking at getting 
a record contract in the future.

Well, meet Sacramento State computer science 
majors and web page designers Joseph Miguel Galan 
and Juan Carlos Vega, who recently took first place in 
the National Web Design Competition (NTCC) at the 
25th Annual Society of Hispanic Professional Engi- 
neers (SHPE) National Technical and Career Confer- 
ence, which was held in New Orleans, LA. 

The NTCC is the country's largest technical and ca- 
reer conference for Hispan- : | 
ics. Every year, thousands of 
engineering professionals, stu- 
dents and corporate represen- 
tatives attend the conference 
to partake in competitions as 
well as educational, technical 
and career opportunities. 

Commenting on his first 
competition, Galan said, 
"Honestly, I was just so hap- 
py to be in the top five...I was 
expecting to be there at least, 
because I really killed myself 
to get this stuff done." 

For anyone unfamiliar 





competition, here's the break 
down: Teams of two or more 
people register to compete in 
the conference and are given 
specifications of a web page 
to be completed in four days. 

A hard copy of the web 
page is handed to a panel of. 
judges (made up of engineers 
from Microsoft) for close 
evaluation, followed by a half- 
hour presentation by the team 
on everything done in the web 
design. After more critiquing, 
the judges make their final 
decision. 

So what made the two Sac 
State engineers stand head and shoulders above the 
crowd during the competition process? 

Galan said that the Web site assigned for the com- 
petition had to consist of a front page and three links 
with information. 

Despite an extreme time constraint, he and Vega ar- 
duously traveled the extra mile on their Web site and 
included 17 links, menu bars and a database that would 
allow people to pay for registration fees online. 

Currently, Galan and Vega are designing the Web 
site for the 2003 West Coast Career Conference in 
Las Vegas, in addition to starting their very own com- 
pany, " Vegalan."
